This is the home of Jesse Pickens Pugh (1829-1929), Per eb Sco 
Melissa Bettis (1839-1907). It is located four miles west of Grove ¥ 
Hill on U.S. Highway 84. Pugh built the house in 1865 soon after re- 
turning home from the Civil War where he served in the cavalry as a 
lieutenant. When hostilities ceased he was at Vicksburg, Mississippi. 
He rode his horse from Vicksburg to his home near Grove Hill. 

Jesse Pickens Pugh and his wife reared ten children in this home. 
He farmed, operated a blacksmith shop, and built homes for people in 
the community. He managed to educate his children, two of his sons 
graduating from the medical college of Vanderbilt University and one 
from the University of Alabama. 

About fifteen years ago this home and plantation were sold by the 
Pugh descendants due to there being so many heirs to the property. Un- 
fortunately, the house has not been kept up and has fallen into decay. 
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This home is located on the spot where Jesse Pickens Pugh's par- 
ents, Issac and Hannah Pugh, settled among the Choctaw Indians upon com- 
ng to this area in 1810 from Jackson County, Georgia. The old dug well 
Issac Pugh dug is still there. In 1811 Issac went back to Georgia and 
brought back with him his parents, Elijah and Ruth Julian Pugh and all 
their children as well as an uncle and wife, Robert and Alcey Kinman 
Pugh and their family. - 

Elijah Pugh, a soldier of the Revolution, presided over the early 
courts of Clarke County as a Justice of the Quorum. Many of these fam- 
ily members are buried across the road from the old Jesse Pickens Pugh

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; ELIJAH STEWART PUGH 
| Elijah Stewart Pugh was born in this county, near the present 
town of Grove Hill, on the 1st of August, 1812, and died at his res- 


. idence, four miles west of Grove Hill, on the 22nd of November, 1871. 
With the exception of a year or two, his whole life was spent 
within a few miles of the spot where he was born. Reared by pious 
and Christian parents, the impress of their Godly teachings and ex-. 
amples mainfested itself in the various relations and duties of life. 
' In 1867, he became a member of the Baptist Church in Grove 
Hill, and proved a useful and worthy member. He always mainfested 
a deep interest in the prosperity of the church and in the promption 
of his Master's kingdom. He was punctual in attending divine ser- 
vice, and ever mainfested regret at the shortcomings of any member. 
Up until about June he was stout and vigorous, physically and 
mentally, when he was attacked with vertigo or some similar disease, 
which soon weakened and wrecked him both in body and mind. During 
this serve and wasting illness, no words of complaint or murmuring 
fell from his lips, and he bore the shafts of afficition with a heorism 
and fortitude subliely noticable and grand, even in a Christian 
soldier. 
But alas, what was mortal of our fellow citizen, neighbor and 
friend is fast returning to the dust whence it came, and we hope and 
believe that his unfettered soul has reached the audience chamber 
of its God. Clarke County has lost one of its best citizens, the 
neighborhood of his nativity one of its oldest and most esteemed res- 
idents, his family has lost its head, its protector and its stay, 
and his children have been deprived of the consolation and advice 
of a kind and loving father. 

He has left a priceless inheritance to his widow and children-- 
an unblemished reputation a bright example for their study and hearts 
that they may never dishonor his memory. May that little son, for 
whom, in his last hours, he manifested so much solicitude, be well 
cared for, and reared in the nuture and admonition of the Lord. May 
the stricken partner of his bosom find comfort in the promisies of 
God, and wait patiently and hopefully for the time when she shall 
overtake the dear ones who are waiting for her on the “other shore" 
and finally may the family circle, so recently and so sadly broken, 
be united again in their Father's house to live and love forever.

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CHAPTER IT 
ELIJAH PUGH AND HIS DESCENDANTS 


Elijah Pugh, son of Jesse and Elizabeth Stewart Pugh, grandson of Thomas 
and Elizabeth Pugh, great-grandson of James and Joan Price Pugh, was born 
in 1760 in Orange or Guilford County, North Carolina. He moved with his 
parents to Wilkes County, Georgia in 1773 where he grew up on his father's 
plantation on Little River. When he was eighteen years old, or in the 
latter: part of 1778 he became a soldier of the Revolution, joining with 
his father the patriot band led by Col. Elijah Clarke and fighting 
throughout the last three years of the war. He is listed as a private 
-in the Georgia Militia. He saw much hard service. His first experience 
on the battlefield was at Kettle Creek in his home county. These patriot 
bands made Georgia and South Carolina unsafe for the British and kept 
alive the spirit of freedom. In the fighting around Augusta a metallic 
flask was the means of saving the life of Elijah. It was struck by a 
bullet and deeply dented while hanging on his chest, While it was made 
of pewter it was sufficient to protect his body from the force of a 

round lead bullet fired from a flint and steel rifle. (Taken from 
Biography of Elijah Pugh published in the Clarke County Democrat, Grove 
Hill, Alabama, June 16, 1927.) 


After the War of the Revolution Elijah was married in 1784 to Ruth 
Julian a descendant of the French Huguenot family de St. Julien, She 
was born September 27, 1763, died in Grove Hill, Alabama in 1848. (See 
section of this manuscript on the St. Julien family). 

According to deeds on record in Wilkes County, Georgia, Elijah was still 
there February 1803, but by November 1811 he was of Bigby Territory, 
Washington County, Georgia. We later find him serving as Justice of the 
Peace in Jackson County, Georgia. I have the handbook he used while in 
this office, Clarke and Its Surroundings, a history written in 1877 by 
Rev. T. H. Ball states: . "In 1811 there came from Georgia a soldier of 
the Revolution whose ancestors came from that noted principality of 
Wales and were fellow-countrymen of Christmas Evans. He had at least 
four brothers. Three of these, John, William, and Alexander went to Ohio 
and afterwards Alexander went to Indiana and settled near Indianapolis 
where his descendants are still supposed to be living." 


According to family tradition, Elijah Pugh and family came to what is 
now Clarke County, Alabama in 1812. Elijah's son, Isaac, who had lived 
here a year, returned to Georgia and brought his parents, brothers and 
sisters back with him. It.,is said that they were afraid to move in 
covered wagons as the Indians watched the wagon trails, They used 
instead a transporting device called rolling hogshead to convey their 
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household goods so they could go through the little used trails. They 
settled four miles west of Grove Hill on a spot now located on the 
coffeeville Highway. Elijah's great-grandson, Isaac Pugh, only recently 
moved from this spot. The family cemetery is there. Elijah's brother, 
Robert, and his family also moved here at that time, Elijah lived the 
rest of his life here. A few moments before he died on June 23, 1824 


* he requested his brother, Alexander, who was on a visit from Ohio, to 


sing a favorite song. As the song ended this pioneer and patriot 
passed away, 


According to the Pugh family Bible record owned by Isaac bugh, Grove 
Hill, Alabama, published in 1818 by J. Holbrook, Elijah and Ruth Julian 
Pugh had the following children:

Elijah and Ruth Julian Pugh are buried in the Pugh family cemetery. 
Their grave stones read: "Elijah Pugh 1760-1824, Emigrated from North 
Carolina to Georgia 1773, From Georgia to Alabama 1812. A Soldier of 
the Revolution." "Ruth Julian Pugh, 1763-1848," The D.A.R, has placed 
a marker on the grave of Elijah Pugh. 


Documentary proof of the service of Elijah Pugh in the American Revolu- 
tion: Georgia Roster of the Revolution by Lucien Lamar Knight, page 203. 
In Bounty Surveys, Le Conte Lists, Elijah Pugh 287% acres of land in - 
Washington County, Georgia, warrant 2167, May 17, 1787, Land given for 
services in the Revolution; Smith's History of Georgia, page 621, states 
that "Jesse and Elijah Pugh were soldiers in Georgia." 
Quoting from Ball's history: "Elijah Pugh had four sons who came also 
from Georgia to Clarke County; Isaac, Rezin, Jesse, and Stephen. He 

had three daughters, Miriam who married Isaac Jackson, Achsah who married 


Amos Robinson and after his death, Giles Chapman, and Alvira who married 


Joseph Hall, Elijah died June, 1824, being sixty-three years of age, 
. Rezin Pugh also married in Georgia." 


THE BRANCH OF ISAAC PUGH (I) 


Isaac Pugh, son of Elijah and Ruth Julian Pugh, was born in Wilkes County, 
Georgia, March 9, 1785, being the first child of his parents, He an 
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in Wilkes and Washington County, Georgia. As a young man he came in 

1810 to the Indian wilds of the Choctaw Purchase, a part of the 
; " Mississippi Territory. He located in what is now central Clarke 
County, Alabama, Isaac lived for a year with the Choctaw Indians and 
became a friend of Pushmattaha, then a young man and not yet chief. 
Isaac was a gun maker. He made and presented to Pushmattaha a rifle 
which was inlaid in silver with figures of deer, bear, etc, There 
are none of the guns Isaac made still in existence but S. P. Chapman 
who lives near Grove Hill has one which was made by Isaac's brother, 
Stephen Pugh, which fits the description of the ones Isaac made. After 
living with the Choctaws for a year, Isaac returned to his home in 
Georgia and remained there until 1812 when he came back here bringing 
with him his wife, Hannah Baskin, and his parents, brothers, and sisters. 
They all settled a few miles west of what is now Grove Hill. 


Isaac was active in the Indian wars of this territory. It was necessary 
in those pioneer days for him to make trips to Pensacola, Florida, for 
supplies. Soon after his return here from Georgia he and some more 
settlers under Col. Caller were engaged in a fight with a party of 
Creeks at Burnt Corn. The Creeks retaliated by the massacre of Fort 
Mims and the attack on Fort Sinquefield. During the Creek War the 
Pughs placed their families in Fort Madison, beyond Old Suggsville. 
Isaac Pugh was selected by Pushmattaha as assistant in training 3000 
Choctaws to fight the Creeks. Isaac was a member of the Choctaw tribe 
by the Indian ceremony of mixing blood, After this territory was made 
safe for the settlers he enlarged his holdings and settled down to 
farming and gun making. 


Isaac Pugh was married December 5, 1809 to Hannah Baskin, born October 23 
1793, She was the daughter of William and Isabell Cowen Baskin. (See 
section of this manuscript on the Baskin family). Their old home site is 
on the Coffeeville Highway about four miles west of Grove Hill.

Clarke and Its Surroundings by Ball has this to say of Isaac Pugh: 
"Isaac Pugh was married to Hannah Baskin in 1809 and with his young 
wife he came in 1810, before his father, to the Indian wilds. He died 
in 1839, He had five sons, William, E. Stewart, John M., Stephen, and 
J. Pickens, and one daughter, Rebecca. Miss Rebecca married John Dunbar," 
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Isaac Pugh and Hannah Baskin, his wife, are buried in the Pugh cemetery 


on Coffeeville Road near Grove Hill. Their grave stones read: "Isaac 
Pugh, Mar. 9, 1785, Sept. 8, 1839." “Hannah Baskin Pugh, Oct. 23, 1793, 
June 23, 1861." Isaac Pugh made a visit to Georgia to attend to some 


business of the family estate there. Upon his return he developed 
typhoid fever from which he died.

Elbridge A, Stuart, founder of the famous Carnation Company, was born 
Amos Elbridge Stuart, in 1856, at New Garden, Guilford County, North 
Carolina. He died in 1944 in Los Angeles, California. Mr. Stuart was 
a birthright Quaker, and had a solid Quaker ancestry for several gener- 
ations (see chart). : 


The immigrant ancestor was Alexander Stewart, born 1680 in Scotland, who 

waS apprenticed in Chester County, Pennsylvania, in 1697 to Francis Chad= 
sey, and in 1701 to Henry Nayle, a shoemaker. In 1707/8 Alexander Stew-~ 

act married Mary Bailey, and when he died about 1724, left four children: 
Jane, Robert, Mary, and Ann. His widow, Mary, married George Harlan. 


Robert Stewart (in his lifetime the family name was changed to Stuart) 
was born 1710 in Chester County, Pennsylvania, and married a Quaker girl, 
Martha Richardson. Robert Stewart/Stuart, a farmer, took his family to 
Virginia, North Carolina, and finally to Georgia, where he died in Wilkes 
County in 1783. The Stuarts were received in 1758 at Cane Creek Quaker 
Meeting, Orange (now Alamance) County, North Carolina, from Exeter Month- 
ly Meeting, Berks County, Pennsylvania, and in 1764 removed to New Garden 
Monthly Meeting in Rowan (now Guilford) County, North Carolina. In‘ 1773 
Robert Stuart and part of his family went to Bush River Monthly Meeting, 
Newberry County, South Carolina. Robert and Martha (Richardson) Stuart 
had twelve children. Names of nine of the twelve are as follows: Alex 
ander, Jehu, Mary, Isaac, Catharine, Rachel, Gravener, Amos, and Hannah,

Jehu Stuart, the third child of Robert, was born 1740 in Chester County, 
Pennsylvania, and died 1827 in Guilford County, North Carolina, He mare 
ried, first, in 1765, to Sarah, daughter of Thomas and Elizabeth (Crew) 
Stanley. She died in 1798, and Jehu married, second, in 1804, at Back 
Creek Quaker Meeting, Randolph County, North Carolina, to Sarah Guyer, 
daughter of Joseph and Miriam (Bogue) Guyer, born 1769 Perquimans County, 
North Carolina, 


Jehu Stuart had seven children by his first wife, Sarah Stanley, and three 
more by his second wife, Sarah Guyer, The seven by Sarah Stanley were; 
Robert, John, Jehu, Elizabeth, Sarah, Mary, and Catharine. The three by 
Sarah Guyer were: Amos, Miriam, and Rachel. 


Amos Stuart, son of Jehu and Sarah (Guyer) Stuart, was born in 1808 at 

Deep River, Guilford County, North Carolina, a birthright member of Deep 
River Quaker Meeting. Amos Stuart was married in 1830 at Cane Creek Qua- 

ker Meeting to Matilda Hadley, born 1812, a daughter of Jonathan and Nancy 
or Ann (Long) Hadley. Amos and Matilda (Hadley) Stuart had twelve children, 
as follows: Harper Franklin, Martisia Jane, Jehu, Sarah Ann, Mary, Jonathan 
H., Bliza M., Delphina, John Sidney, David, Robert Adison, and Amos Elbridge.

The name Cowan in various forms--Covan, Cowen, Cowin 
are the ones most used in recent times -- 1s found fre- 
quently in early American records, for many of this name 
came to the colonies, settling for the most part in New 
England and Pennsylvania. 

It might be interesting to look into the background 
and see some of the causes which made them migrate to 
America. 

King James I, who ruled England from 1603 to 1625, 
attempted to subdue the Catholics in Ireland by a novel 
method. He confiscated two-thirds of North Ireland and 
offered the land only to the Scotch from across the strait 
who could bring settlers along with them, instead of the 
landlords who would leave the Irish inhabitants there as 
Peudal retainers. 

Scotch Presbyterians were predominant among the new 
settlers. They were literate for the most part and 
were tradesmen or artisans, and this soon showed up 
in the common prosperity of Ulster. In later years there 
was probably some degree of intermarriage but the Protestant 
Ulsterites and Catholic Irish never harmoniously merged. 

The term "Scotch-Irish" can only be used if one understands 
that they were Scotch Protestants who took up residence 

in a part of Ireland. Their respective temperaments were 
very different. 

The English Kings who followed James I were not friendly 
to Scotch and Irish Protestants and persecutions began, direct- 
ed first against Puesbyterians in Scotland. These fled to 
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hide in Northern Ireland for a time, but say migrated to 
America. Most of the immigrants were really from this group 
rather than from those who had settled earlier in Northern 
Ireland under James I. Later when William of Orange 
conquered England and the Irish were reduced to serfdon, 
efforts to establish the Church of England proved as 
painful to the Presbyterians in Ulster as to the Catholica, 
and it was then that the Ulster Presbyterians turned their 
faces toward America. The English treated them as 
dissenters. Their ministers were forbidden to solemnize 
marriages and the children of those married were declared 
illegitimate. Early in the 1700's the Counties of Down, 
Antrim, Armagh and Derry were emptied of Protestants. 
From 1729 to 1750, 12,000 people came from Ulster to 
America. By 1729 another 6 ,000 Scotch Presbyterians 

had settled in Pennsylvania. Another exodus came in 1736 
and 1771. Because they arrived already bitter against 
their English oppressors, it is no wonder that these 
Scotch Presbyterians took a prominent part in the 
American Revolution. 

A great many of these people settled in Lancaster 
County, Pennsy lvania » and according to the Lancaster 
Historical Society Publications, Series III, Vol. 2h, 
land warrants were issued as follows: 

Cowan, John 300 acres, June 20, 1734. 

Cowan, Williem 200 acres, May 23, 1734. 

Cowan, David 300 acres, June 20, 1734. 

Cowan, John 100 acres, June 15, 1738. 
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There has always been a tradition in the Cowan family 
that our forbears first came to Pennsylvania and from 


there some members of the family migrated down through 


‘Virginia and the Carolinas. 


The following information comes from the Virginia 
Historical Magazine, Vol. 51, pages 366-67, which quotes 
from Michael Woods' "Age Book"; and Vol. 52, page 48, 
which quotes the "Woods-McAfee Memorial" by Rev. Neander 
Woods: 

l. Michael Woods wrote "We left Virginia Oct. 11, 1764 
and settled on the Savannah River Jan. 3, 1765." Three 
sons and four daughters of Archibald Woods were living in 
South Carolina in 1768. 

@ James Cowan married Hannah Woods, sister of Michael 
Woods, on the same day that Michael Woods married his 
second wife, Dec. 24, 1767 in South Carolina.

James Cowan, Sr. received from the State of South 


Carolina 220 acres in Abbeville County, 96th District (old 
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Granville County) January 1798. The land was described 
as lying on Rocky River, a branch of the Savannah River, 

e. and bound by William Baskin's land end Joseph Trimble's 
land. (See Land Grants, Vol. 43, page 273, Office of the 
Secretary of State, Columbia, S. C.) 

Now it would seem that the James Cowan who received 
the land grant from the State of South Carolina in 1768 
and the James Cowan, Sr. who received land in 1798, are 
one and the same person, and thet this James Cowan was 
the husband of Hannah Woods. Proofs: 

1. Hannah Woods must have been with her brother Michael 
Wools, on his land lying on the Savannah River when she 
married James Cowan in 1767. 

2. -The land James Cowan received from the State of 
South Carolina in 1768 was on the Savannsh River (same 
section where Michael Woods lived), (Land Grants, Office 
of the Secretary of State, Columbia, S. C.) 

3. James Cowan is the only person by that name 
listed as "the head of a house" in the 96th District 
in the Census of 1790. 

4. It would also seem certain that James Cowan and 
Hannah Woods Cowan were the parents of James Cowan (1775-1849), 
(Record in the 014 Cowan Family Bible, now in the possession 
of Dr, Zachary S. Cowan, 1179 Clifton Road, Atlanta, Ga.) 

5. James Cowan, (1775-1849) with his family, along 
with a number of other families, moved to Georgia, and 
the Census of 1820 found him living in Jackson County, Georgia. 

6. Since the word "Senior" followed James Cowan's name 
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in the Land Grant record of 1798, he mist have had a 
gon, James Cowan, Jr. 

(D James Cowan married Harmeh Woods in 1767 and they 
could have had a son born in 1775. 

8. James Cowan, Jr., (1775-1849) gave the name of 
"John Woods", the name of Hannah Woods Cowan's brother, 
to one of his sons John Woods Cowan, born in 1815. {Cowan 
Femily Bible now in possession of Dr. Z. S. Cowan). 

9. James Cowan, Jr., is buried at old Macedonia 
Church. (Cowan Family burial ground in DeKalb County). 
This information has been handed dcwn in the family from 
one generation to another. 

10. The 1850 Census of DeKalb County, originally Henry 
County, shows James Jones Cowan, born April 8, 1812, his 
wife and sister as having been born in South Carolina, as 
follows:

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The fact that Jamss Cowan (1775-1849) and other of her 
children were not named in her will (it is mow that 
seabe Cowan (1775-1849) was one of seven brothers) was, 
probably due to the fact that James Cowan, Sr. : (since he 
was not mentioned in the will) had already died, and the 
children who were of age at the time of his death, received 
their share of the father's estate. (The Law of Primogeniture 
in South Carolina had been repealed in 1791). Besides, since 
James Cowan (1775-1849) settled in Jackson County, Georgia 
prior to 1820 (1820 Census), he had sold his property in 
South Carolina and moved to Georgia. The name of "Baskin" 
occurs as the middle nams of descendants of James Cowan 
(1775-1849); and the name of "Hiram" in two succeeding 
generations of the Cowan family. (Cowan Family Bible). 

The Cowan lands ley on the banks of the Savannah River 
where the owners operated a ferry known as the "Cowan 
Ferry". This was almost opposite Hart and Elbert Counties 
in Georgia, and Jackson County was only a few miles inland. 
Prior to 1820 James Cowan appears in the records of Franklin 
County, Georgia, which was one of the five original counties 
of the State, and ambraced the whole of North Georgia. 
Jackson County originally was part of Franklin County. 
ATound 1800 a large number of families moved from South 
Carolina to Franklin County. Henry County was formed in 1820, 
and while the 1830 Census shows no James Cowan in Henry 
County, there is proof that he was in Jackson County in 1820. 

As Hannah Woods Cowan is ghown in the 1810 Census as 


"head of a family" the death of her husband must have occurred 
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between 1800 (when he was in the census) and 1810. 

We edines that the James Cowan of the first Census 
(1790) and the second Census (1800) in South Carolina was 
our ancestor, the Revolutionary soldier, and that he had a 
son James Cowan, Jr., who was the lucky drawee in the Georgia 
Land Lottery in 1820 for land and that this James Cowan was 
"Junior" because his father wes referred to as “Senior” in 
the official papers. 

fn "Indent for payment of services in he Revolutionary 
War" bears the name of James Cowan, Private, who served under 
Captain John Cowan. The pay was for "Military Service" and 
for "Ferrying soldiers back and forth across the Savannah 
River". (Original in Veterans’ Memorial Library, Columbia, S.C.) 

We contend that this James Cowan, Private Revolutionary 
Soldier was the husband of Hannah Woods Cowan, because: 

1. There was only one man by the name of Jamas Cowan 
to receive land in Granville County (96th District) Abbeville 
County before the Revolution. 

2. The ferry was at Cowan’s Ford on the land James 
Cowan who married Hannah Woods. (Old maps on file at the 
Veterans’ Memorial Library , Columbia, S. C.) 

3. The said James Cowan, having married in 1767, was of 
age for military service. 

4. There is only one James Cowan with Records of Claims 
for Revolutionary Service in South Carolina. | 

5. There is only one James Cowan who is listed as “head of 
a family" in the 96th District, Abbeville County, Census of 1790.

In 1956 an application was made to the Daughters of the 
American Revolution by Ada Cowan McDaniel on the basis of the 
above recited facts and arguments, but this application was 
not approved.

+, "We find proof that James Cowan married Hannah Woods on 
December 24, 1767, and that Isabella, their first child, was 

_ born Oct. 25, 1768 (Virginia Magazine, Vol. 51, page 370, 

Michael Woods Age Book"). While it is possible that James 
Cowan and Hannah Woods may have had a son James Cowan, Jdr., 
born 1775, no proof which meets the requirements of the 
Society has been shown for this. Neither does the will of 
Hannah Woods Cowan, naming children, Hiram, John and Drusilla 
Baskin, furnish conclusive proof that these were the children 
of James Cowan and Hannah Woods, and furnishes no proof for 
James Cowan, born Nov. 14, 1775, as their child. 

In the 1790 Census of South Carolina, there were two by 
the name of James Cowan in the 96th District.

We have made every possible effort to find a record of the 
settlement of the estate of James Cowan in Abbeville County, 
5.C., but have been unable to do so. The Abbevilie County 
Court House has been destroyed by fire on two occasions and 
evidently a great many of the records were burned. 

James Cowan had no will on record in Abbeville County, but 
the Census of 1790 showed that he had seven free white males 
in his household.

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ARCHIBALD WOODS OF ALBEMARLE COUNTY 


By Karige-Prince Warp 
(Mrs. Jerome A. Esker) 


There are perhaps few pre-Revolutionary settlers of the Valley 
of Virginia more colorful than Michael Woods, who crossed the 
Blue Ridge from the West in 1734+ and located in what was then 
Goochland County, but on fand which lay within the confines of 
present Albemarle County. The fact that he had eleven. sons and 
daugliters who married, lived in Virginia, and left large families, 
descendants of which for many decades moved on with the frontier, 
accounts for the rather widespread interest in this stalwart old 
Scotch Covenanter and his progeny. 


It is not the intent of this sketch to discuss Michael Woods ex- 
tensively or attempt to add anything to what has already been 
written concerning him: the chief purpose being the introduction 
of some data which have recently come to light and which definitely 
add to the very meager accounts heretofore given of his son, Archi- 
bald. 

Public records pertaining to Archibald Woods are few, .and 
though the historians and genealogists have always included hit 
in their accounts of the family, even discussing hin at some length, 
it has usually beeu in a tentative vein, Therefore, it was not sur- 
prising to find, in the light of newly discovered inaterial, that one 
of these very few records had been misinterpreted aud applied to 
this man, when in reality it refers to another of the same name; 
probably a son, though possibly one of his several kinsinen by the 
name-of Archibald Woods. 

Just for the sake of having an outline of this family before the 
reader who may not be familiar with Michael Woods and his 
children, and to refresh the memory of any who has made a study 
of then, the following brief resumé is here introduced : 


Four brothers, Michael, William, John and Andrew 
Woods, with their widowed sister, Mrs. Elizabeth (Woods) 
Wallace came with their families, from the North of lreland 
about 1724. Michael Woods Spent several years it Lancaster 


‘History of Albemarle County, by Rev. Edgar Woods, p. 351, The Albe- 
marle of Other Days (1925)—Rawlings, p. 9. 
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County, Pennsylvania before going to Virginia.? His wife 
was Mary Campbell and she probably predeceased him by 
twenty years. Their Virginia plantation was Mountain Plains, 
which in later years, after it had passed out of the Woods 
family, was known as’ Blair Park; and was situated near the 
cast end of Woods (now Jarmans) Gap at the southern end 
of the present Shenandoah National Park, just to the left 
hand side of the Chesapeake & Ohio Railroad going south, 
between the villages of Crozet and Greenwood, (in Albe- 
marle County). Both were buried in the family burying 
ground at Mountain Plains, and Michael’s tombstone was 
standing after the Civil War. A fragment found sometime 
later indicated the year of his birth as 1684, His will was 
written 24 November 1761, aud proven 11 June 1762 in Albe- 
marle County, 
The Reverend Neander Woods, author of The IVoods-McAfee 
Memorial (1905) gives the following children of Michael Woods 
and his wife, Mary Campbell :*

lt should be noted that with the exception of Jolin and Andrew, 
the date of birth given for each of these children was questioned 
hy the author. However, they have been copied many times and 
widely quoted as definite dates. 

In order to make later comparisons, several printed statements 
relative to Archibald Woods and his family are introduced at this 
point. Quoting from The Woods-McAfee Memorial—

twenty-four years before, but he does not seem to have at once 
renounced his citizenship in Albemarle, and we find him men- 
tioned in a deed made in Botetourt County and dated Novem- 
ber 12, 1771, as ‘of Albemarle County’, This deed (on record 
at Fincastle) was from James, George and Robert McAfee, of 
Botetourt County, and conveyed to Archibald Woods a planta- 
tion of four hundred acres of laud lying on Catawba Creek 
(in what is now Roanoke County, Virginia). ‘he place was 
known and is still known as ‘Indian Camp’... This Indian 
Camp place was the home of Archibald Woods until his death 
in 1783.” (p. 111).

Archibald. In view of the fact that a full copy of the will of Michael , 


Woods, Archibaid’s father, appearing in this book, reads in part: 
“Eleventhly I give and bequeath to Archibald’s son, Michael, my 
great coat,” and that on page 111, we have, “When Michael of 
Blair Park made his will in November, 1761, he refers to ‘Archj-

four, of whom account is given, viz. James, Archibald, Andrew 

aud Joseph were certainly not theirs, though it is possible that 

they had sons by at least sonie of these names. For proof concern- 

ing Michael, John, and the daughters, Mrs. Cowan and Mrs. Trim- 
ble, as well as for proof on several other most interesting points, 

we are indebted to one of Archibald’s sons, who, under the stress 
of frontier life and its ever present vicissitudes—war, pestilence, 
and the hand to hand struggle to produce a liveliliood for a large 
family, devoted time and effort to the keeping of a meticulous rec- 
ord of his family. Fortunately, this record has been handed down 
from generation to generation and cared for; the last descendautt 
to own it having been the late Miss Martha Harle Woods of Mont- 
gomery, Alabama. Through the courtesy of Miss Frances Hails, 
Archivist of Alabama, and of Miss Frances &. Pickett, Montgom- 
ery, Alabama, in whose custody the treasured record now rests, the 
writer had the opportunity of examining the original little book 
and the privilege of incorporating in this article its contents. The 
record is written on sheets 34x 4 inches, cut from a very good 
qualify of paper and sewed together to form a tiny book, the cover 
of which bears this title, “Mich', Wood’s Age Book.” The paper 
has yellowed perceptibly in the one hundred and eighty years that 
have elapsed since the first of the entries appears to have been 
nade, but the text, written in ink, has not faded beyond easy rec- 
oguilion in this record set forth for his children and his children’s 
children by Michael Woods of Washington County, Tennessee, iu 
a fairly good hand—not one word of which is obscure. Thus, the 
work of this newly found grandson of the original Michael Woods 
of Mountain Plains, supplements the present record of the family 
to an extent that is rare in the usually slow process of building up 
authentic family history bit by bit as proof can be unearthed. 

For the benefit of other Woods descendants who may have 
tried without success to trace their lines back to Michael of Moun- 
tain Plains, and his wife Mary Campbell, this family record is in- 
cluded in its entirety, as follows :

OF the other four sons heretofore attributed to this couple it 
would seem that more source records must be brought to light be- 
fore they can be finally placed with this family. Proof of these sous,

James Woods of Fayette County, Kentucky, executed a power of 
attoruey to Andrew Woods to convey certain lands in Botetourt 
County, in 1787; and (c) a deed dated 24 September 1799, in 
which Jane Woods, guardian to Peggy, Joseph, Archibald, Polly, 
James, Samuel and Elizabeth Woods, infant heirs at law of Jaines 
Woods, conveyed the infants’ interests in lands in Botetourt County 
to John Woods, Archibald Woods, Andrew Woods and Joseph 
Woods, which deed was acktiowledged in Mercer County, Ken- 
tucky. 

Not having examined all the papers in these three cases it is not 
possible to reach conclusions as to the relationships of the persons 
concerned. Tacts do, however, point toward the probability of 
Archibald Woods having had a son, Archibald, who bought “in- 
dian Camp” from the McAfee brothers in 1771, and who died 
there in December, 1783, leaving sons, (and perhaps other children) 
Jotm, Archibald, Andrew, Joseph and Jamies, who married Jane 
~- and removed to Kentucky. This interesting question is 
open to further discussion and proof, 


In conclusion, it may he pointed oul that while the “Age Book’ 
has given us several facts, notably definite dates of birth aud death 
for Archibald Woods, the full name of his wife, and proof of their 
son, Michael; it also demands a revision of some bits of family 
history which have Jong been more or less aceepted. It is hoped 
that the presentation of this record will create interest and discus 
sion leading to evidence on such questions as birth dates of other 
children of Michael Woods of Mountain Plains, particularly of 
Magdalena, said to have died in 1810, at the age of 104 years; date 
and place of Archibald’s marriage to Isabella Goss; her aucestry ; 
age, marriage and other data on each of their children: aud cer- 
tainly it is hoped that if other heads of early Woods families fol- 
lowed the course of Michael in keeping a record similar to this 
“Age Book,” anything now in the hands of descendants will be 
brought to light. However fragmentary, such a coutribution may 
take us one step toward the cumipletion of a history of this worthy 
pioneer family which so richly deserves its niche in the annals of 
our country.

I just received your letter regarding your Skinner line. You and I 
corresponded briefly several years ago. I think it was about my Lott line 
in Mississippi; I am also working on the Fillingim, Hatten, Whiddons and 
related lines and have just begun to establish an interest in the Hartsfields. 
I'll have to go back and reread your letters. But for now I'l] concentrate on 
the Skinners. Are you sure you want to get into this line? Of course you do; 
I was kidding. It is just that the Skinners were prolific and as far as I can 
determine, many of the Skinners throughout the Southeast descend from this 
one line which was in Darlington Co., S.C. 


You said you had written to the S.C. Historical Society and got nowhere. 
I wrote to the Darlington Co. Historical Society and basically what they said 
was we will be happy to have copies of what you have but we won't give you what 
we have. One person in Miss. who has Whiddon ancestors in Darlington Co. went 
there and said the people are friendly, but poor, and have very little interest 
in genealogy. Anyway, a John Skinner supposedly has written a book about the 
Skinners but won't answer letters and doesn't show an interest in what other 
people might have. It makes me wonder how accurate this book of his is. I 
do not have his address and I don't know who does. I heard about him in a 
roundabout way. I think he lives in Columbia, S.C. 


Ok. Here goes. I'm sending a family group chart of Benjamin Skinner's 
family. We refer to him as "Old Benjamin" because there were several others. 
I believe I descend from his son, John, but I have yet to prove it. John, 
Jesse, Frederick all went to Ky. James and Lemuel went to Ala. Most of the 
Skinners on the 1820 and 1830 census of Darlington Co. were grandsons of Old 
Benjamin. However, there is much we don't know. You will notice the same 
names are used over and over-Jesse, Nathan, James, Benjamin, William, etc. It 
makes it very hard. I don't find a Margaret Skinner, born 1820, however there 
were unidentified females born about that time, acc. to my charts, which I 
admit could be wildly inaccurate. 


I believe Old Benjamin did live in Dobbs Co. cal770-1786. I think he 
lived on Falling Creek. My John was born in 1784 in N.C. By Jan or Feb, Old 
Benj. was buying land in Darlinton Co., then known as Cheraws Dist. By 1790, 
Old Benj. had 10 children as far as we can tell. And some of them were married 
by 1800. Old Benj. died in 1828 and he named his children; in some cases he 
did not name sons, but daus-in-law, indicating probably that the son had al- 
ready died. 


I let the name Pugh float around in my mind for awhile and came up with this. 
Alexander Pugh, b. cal811, Clarke Co., Ala, m'd nancy Skinner, b. cal820. The 
person who sen me this is: Mrs. June Southall, 1213 Waverly Way, Longwood, Fla, 
32750. Nancy, acc. to the 1850 census was born in Tenn; in 1860 she said Ky. 

A Benjamin Skinner was on the Hopkins Co., Ky 1820 census; it is believed he 
went to Ala. soon after that where he died in 1823. I have not researched this 
line, but I find it interesting because my John Skinner was in Hopkins Co. in 
1820 as well. June believes her Nancy was a daughter of Benjamin. I can tell 
you that there was much travel between Ala and Ky and SC and it is believed 
that most of the Skinners in those areas did descend from Old Benjamin. Write 
to June; it sounds like you both might be working on the same line. Please let 
me know if you determine a definite connection to Darlington Co. Good luck.

There are perhaps few pre-Revolutionary settlers of the Valley 
of Virginia more colorful than Michael Woods, who crossed the 
Blue Ridge from the West in 1734* and located in what was then 
Goochland County, but on land which lay within the confines of 
Present Albemarle County. The fact that he had eleven sons and 
daughters who married, lived in Virginia, and left large famuilies, 
descendants of which for inany decades moved on with the frontier, 
accounts for the rather widespread interest in (his stalwart old 
Scoteh Covenanter and his progeny. 


It is not the intent of this sketch to discuss Michael Woods ex- 
tensively or attempt to add anything to what has already been 
written concerning him; the chief purpose being the introduction 
of some data which have recently come to light and which definitely 
add to the very meager accounts heretofore given of his son, Archi- 
bald. 

Public records pertaining to Archibald Woods are few, .and 
though the historians and genealogists have always included him 
in their accounts of the family, even discussing fim at some length, 
it has usually been in a tentative vein. Therefore, it was not sur- 
prising to find, in the light of newly discovered material, that one 
of these very few records had been misinterpreted and applied to 
this man, when in reality it refers to another of the same name; 
probably a son, though possibly one of his several kinsimen by the 
name of Archibald Woods. 

Just for the sake of having an outline of this family before the 
reader who may not be familiar with Michael Woods and his 
children, and to refresh the memory of any who has made a study 
of them, the following brief resumé is here introduced :

His wife 
was Mary Campbell and she probably predeceased him by 
twenty years. Their Virginia plantation was Mountain Plains, 
which in later years, after it had passed out of the Woods 
family, was known as’ Blair Park; and was situated near the 
cast end of Woods (now Jarmans) Gap at the southern end 
of the present Shenandoali National Park, just to the left 
hand side of the Chesapeake & Ohio Railroad going south, 
between the villages of Crozet and Greenwood, (in Albe- 
marle County). Both were buried in the family burying 
ground at Mountain Plains, and Michael’s tombstone was 
standing after the Civil War. A fragment found soietime 
later indicated the year of his birth as 1684. His will was 
written 24 November 1761, and proven 11 June 1762 in Albe- 
marle County.

Archibald. In view of the fact that a full copy of the will of Michael , 


Woods, Archibald’s father, appearing in this book, reads in part: 
“Eleventhly I give and bequeath to Archibald’s sou, Michael, my 
great coat,” and that on page 111, we have, “When Michael of 
Blair Park made his will in November, 1761, he refers to ‘Archi- 
bald’s son Michael’ and honors this namesake by bequeathing to 
him his great coat.” this omission in the list of Archibald's chil- 
dren seems inexplicable, 

As will be seen by undeniable proof to follow, six of the ten 
children attributed to Archibald aud Isabella are proven, while 
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four, of whom account is given, viz. James, Archibald, Andrew 
aud Joseph were certainly not theirs, though it is possible that 
they had sous by at least some of these nanies. For proof concern 
ing Michael, John, and the daughters, Mrs. Cowan and Mrs. Trim- 
ble, as well as for proof on several other most interesting points, 
we are indebted to one of Archibald’s sons, who, under the stress 
of frontier life and its ever present vicissitudes—war, pestilence, 
and the hand to hand struggle to produce a livelihood for a large 
family, devoted time and effort to the keeping of a meticulous rec- 
ord of his family. Fortunately, this record has been handed down 
from generation to generation and cared for; the last descendant 
to own it having been the late Miss Martha Harle Woods of Mont- 
gomery, Alabama. Through the courtesy of Miss Irances Hails, 
Archivist of Alabama, and of Miss Frances E. Pickett, Montgom- 
ery, Alabania, in whose custody the treasured record now rests, the 
writer had the opportunity of examining the original little book 
and the privilege of incorporating in this article its contents. The 
record is written on sheets 344 x4 inches, cut from a very good 
quality of paper and sewed together to form a tiny book, the cover 
of which bears this title, “Mich', Wood’s Age Book.” The paper 
has yellowed perceptibly in the one hundred and eighty years that 
have elapsed since the first of the entries appears to have been 
made, but the text, written in ink, has not faded beyond easy rec- 
oguitlion in this record set forth for his children and his children’s 
children by Michael Woods of Washington County, Tennessee, in 
a fairly good hand—not one word of which is obscure, Thus, the 
work of this newly found grandson of the original Michael Woods 
of Mountain Plains, supplements the present record of the family 
to an exteut that is rare in the usually slow process of building up 
authentic family history bit by bit as proof can be unearthed. 

For the benefit of other Woods descendants who may lave 
tried without success to trace their lines back to Michael of Moun- 
tain Plains, and his wife Mary Campbell, this family record is in- 
cluded in its entirety, as follows:

Of the other four sons heretofore attributed to this couple it 
would seem that more source records must be brought to light be- 
fore they can be finally placed with this family. Proof of these sons, 
ie. Archibald, James, Joseph and Andrew, seems to have been

Not having examined all the papers in these three cases it is uot 
possible to reach conclusions as to the relationships of the persons 
concerned, Ifacts do, however, point toward the probability of 
Archibald Woods having had a son, Archibald, who bought ‘“li- 
dian Camp” from the McAfee brothers in {771, and who died 
there in December, 1783, leaving sons, (and perhaps other children) 
Johu, Archibald, Andrew, Joseph and Janies, who married Jane 

and renioved to Kentucky. ‘This interesting question is 
open to further discussion and proof, 


Ln conclusion, it may be pointed out that while the “Age Book" 
has given us several facts, uotably definite dates of birth and death 
for Archibald Woods, the full name of his wife, and proof of their 
son, Michael; it also demands a revision of some bils of family 
history which have long heen more or less accepted. Lt is hoped 
that the presentation of this record will create iiterest aud discus- 
sion leading tu evidence on such questions as birth dates of other 
chiddren of Michael Woods of Mountain Plains, particularly of 
Magdalena, said to have died in 1810, at the age of 104 years; date 
and place of Archibald’s marriage to Isabella Goss; ler aucestry; 
age, marriage and other data on each of their children; and cer- 
tainly it is hoped that if other heads of early Woods families ful- 
lowed the course of Michael in keeping a record similar to this 
“Ave Book,” anything now in the hands of descendants will be 
brought to light. However fraginentary, such a contribution may 
take us one step toward the completion of a history of this worthy 
pioneer family which so richly deserves its uiche in the annals of 
our country,

Christopher Kirk, born 1612, emigrated 
from England to Jamestown, Virginia on 
board the ship George in August 1635 at age 
23. He owned and developed a plantation in 
Lancaster county Virginia and was living 
there at age 84. 

Judith Kirk, born 1617, emigrated from 
England to Jamestown, Virginia on board the 
ship Susan and Ellen in April 1635. 

Randolph Kirk, emigrated to Virginia from 
England prior to 1665 owned 1,000 acre 
plantation in Westmoreland county Virginia. 

Stephen Kirk, Bute and Orange counties 
North Carolina, York and Cheater counties 
South Carolina was born 1740 and died in 
Chester Co. South Carolina Dec. 9, 1822. 
Stephen was married twice, first wife’s name 
unknown, 2nd wife was Susanna ? died in 
Chester county South Carolina. Stephen 
Kirk owned a plantation on Broad river in 
Chester county. The children of Stephen 
Kirk: Thomas, Jessie, George, John, Benja- 
min Franklin, Susan, Rebecca, Nancy and 
Martha. 

Jessie Kirk, born 1762 in Virginia, the 
second child in the Stephen Kirk family, 
emigrated from Chester county S.C. to 
Jackson county Georgia in 1800, from 
Jackson county to Jasper county in 1909, 
from Jasper county to Pike county in 1823, 
died in Pike county at Zebulon 1834. The 
children of Jessie Kirk: Wylie, Hudson, 
Lawrence B., Elijah, Mary, John, Gideon, 
James, Daughter, (name unknown) and 
Thomas. :

Ancestors of Pike County 


J. Edmund Langford was born in Virginia 
in 1786, the son of Euclid and Elizabeth 
Langford. He moved with his family to 
Hancock County, Georgia, where in 1812 he 
married Joyce Moss Willingham. Joyce was 
born in 1795, the daughter of Thomas and 
Judah Finch Willingham. Edmund and Joyce 
lived briefly in Putnam County before mov- 
ing to Upson County in 1824, settling above 
Herring’s (now Hannah’s) Mill on Willing- 
ham Springs Creek. This area had been 
purchased from the Creek Indians only three 
years before, and the remains of an Indian 
village were still evident near the mill. They 


were soon joined by Edmund's brother 
Robert, his wife Sarah (Joyce’s sister), and 
Joyce’s brother, James Willingham. Edmund 
was an early member of Shiloh Baptist 
Church in Upson County. He and Joyce both 
died between 1860 and 1870, Edmund is 
probably buried at Shiloh in an unmarked 
grave. 

The children of Edmund and Joyce Lang- 
ford were George Washington (1812-1887), 
Martha, James H. “Jim” (b. 1816), Sara Ann, 
Lucinda “Cindy” (b. 1826), Edmund, Jr. 
“Ed” (b. 1828), Armintha “Mitt” (b. 1831), 
Thomas F. “Dock” (1832-1863), and Jeffer- 
gon “Jep” (b. 1837). 

Edmund’s father, Euclid Langford, was a 
Virginia native. He fought in the Revolution- 
ary War, serving in the 1st Virginia Regiment 
of the Continental Army from 1777 to 1780. 
He and his wife moved to North Carolina and 
then to Georgia, settling on Shoulderbone 
Creek in western Hancock County around 
1803. A distiller, he owned three female slaves 
and left a large estate at his death in 1810. 

The children of Euclid and Elizabeth 
Langford were John, Nicholas, J. Edmund, 
Betsy, Henry H., George Nicholson, and 
Robert “Bob.” 

Joyce Langford’s father, Thomas Willing- 
ham, was born around 1755 and died before 

1800 in Oglethorpe County. Her mother, 
Judah Finch Willingham, was the daughter 
of Charles Finch (b. 1728 in St. Peter’s 
Parish, Va.; d. 1795 in Oglethorpe Co., Ga.) 
and Joyce Moss (b. 1830). Their children 
were Thomas, James W., William, Betsy, 
Sarah (m. Robert Langford), Joyce Moss, and 
Charles. 

Malinda ‘Stuart .Langford’s fathér, Hugh 
Blair Stuart, was born in Virginia in 1792, the 
son of John and Susan Hollaman Stuart. 
Brought to Georgia as an infant, he joined 
Qld Concord Baptist Church in Jasper 
County. He served in the War of 1812 in 1815, 
and in 1817 he married*RebéécasE.*Pugh, 
daughter of «Jehu» and Elizabeth« Kinman 

Pugh. Their home in Jasper County is now 
covered by Jackson Lake. A school teacher, 
he moved to Alabama by 1850. He died ‘in 
1886 and is buried near Troy. 

The children of Hugh Blair and Rebecca 
Stuart were Malinda, Talitha, Margaret, 
John, 2éseph; Susan, Rebecca Moss, Usa- 
bieus Annice, and Hamilton. 

Rebecca Pugh Stuart’s father was “Jehu 
Pugh, the son of Jessé-and Elizabeth Stuart 

Pugh of North Carolina. Jesse fought with 

Elijah Clare in the Revolution. Jehu was born 
in North Carolina between 1760 and 1770 and 
came with his parents to Wilkes County, 
Georgia, around 1785. Between 1770 and 
1780 he married Elizabeth Kinman. By 1809 
he was living on the Ocmulgee River near 
Cargile’s Ferry in Jasper County. He moved 
to Upson County by 1829, where he ranged 
cattle. A slaveowner, he milked 40 cows daily 
and made cheese which he marketed in 
Macon. His cow lot is now the Smyrna 
Church Cemetery. His daughter, Sarah Pugh 
Fallen, was the first person buried there.

George "Washington Langford, gJr., Was 
orn in Upson County in 1862, the soniof 
reorge Washington -and * Malinda -Stuart 
«angford. He moved with his family to Pike 
vounty in 1861, and in 1873 he married Millie 
oneg, daughter of Isaac and Mary Emeline 
Vadsworth Jones. They settled in the Second 
Jistrict of Pike County, near the home of 
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George Washington Langford, Jr. 


George’s sister, Armintha “Mitt” Kendrick. 
Their children were Ola (1874-1966), Ottis

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erty in Monroe (now Lamar) County, two 
miles east of Barnesville on Gordon Road. 
There he farmed and raised his family, while 
serving as a Trustee of West Point High 
School. Ella Langford died in 1925 and 
George moved into Barnesville, where he 
lived in an apartment above the Stafford 
Block. He was elected Justice of the Peace in 
Monroe County in 1911 and was elected to 
the same office in Lamar after he moved to 
Barnesville. In his last years, he lived with his 
daughter, Ola Langford Smith. He died in 
1940 and was buried in Greenwood Cemetery 
in Barnesville. 

When asked to describe George Langford, 
one person replied, ‘“‘Well, he was a Lang- 
ford!”

George Washington Langford, Sr., was the 
firat of his family to settle in Pike County. He 
was born in 1812 in Hancock County, the son 
of Edmund and Joyce Willingham Langford. 
He moved with his family to Upson County 
in 1824. In 1835 he married Katherine 
“Kitty” Fallen of Upson County. They had 
one daughter, Louisa Katherine “Kitt” 
(1836-1934). Katherine died eleven days after 
the birth of their daughter. Her Grandfather, 
Jehu Pugh, lived nearby at the site where 
Smyrna Baptist Church is today.

Malinda was born in Jasper County in 1818, 
the daughter of Hugh~Blair/and Rebecca — 
Pugh Stuart (Jehu's daughter). 

Washington and Malinda Langford first2. 
lived above Hannah’s Mill on land purchased 
from Wash’s father. In 1861 they moved to 
Pike County, settling on Atwater (King’s) 
Road, two miles south of the present High- 
way 109. Wash was an early member of 
Emmaus Primitive Baptist Church near 
Thomaston. He died in 1887 and is buried at 
Smyrna Church in Upson County. Malinda 
Stuart Langford died in 1906.

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Grady Langford remembered the first time 
he saw his future wife. His widowed father 
had just married a second time, and the 
family was moving to his step-mother’s farm 
in the Redbone section of Monroe County. 
Five year old Grady was riding on top of a 
wagon piled high with all his family’s belong- 
ings. As they turned onto what is now Gordon 
Road, a crowd of children from the nearby 
farms came running out to see the new 
arrivals. Among them was three year old 
Janie Sappington. She looked up at Grady 
and grinned, but he just turned up his nose. 
Little did he know that she would be his wife 
for 72 years. 

Henry Grady Langford was born on Sep- 
tember 6, 1890, across from New Hope 
Church in Pike County, the youngest son of 
George Washington and Millie Jones Lang- 
ford. His mother died when he was a year old, 
but his oldest sister Ola stepped in to act as 
a mother to Grady and his brothers and 
sister. The family moved to Liberty Hill, 
where his father operated a three-story grist 
mill on Edie Creek. The exploits of his 
brothers at this mill in later years a never 
ending source of stories, the telling of which 
all the Langfords were masters. Once while 
his brothers were swimming in the millpond, 
Grady stepped off into water over his head 
and was spun around and around by the 
current before being pulled to safety by his 
brother Alvin. 

As related above, in 1895 his father married 
a widow, Elia Stafford Bush, whom he 
remembered as a kind and loving mother. As 
a boy, Grady worked in the fields with his 
brothers and was renowned for being able to 
pick 400 pounds of cotton in a day. He also 
sold butter in Barnesville for his stepmother. 
An excellent student, he graduated from 
West Point High School in Monroe (now 
Lamar) County and the Sixth District A and 
M School in Barnesville. On the A and M 
School campus, he planted ten oak trees 
which still beautify Gordon College. 

In 1910 he went to Reidsville to work in a 
bank with his brother Marvin. The following 
year he became cashier of the newly formed 
bank of Meansville, and in 1913 he married 
Janie Sappington. They built a house on 
Collier Avenue, now the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Lee Milby, where they lived for 71 years.

CHAPTER II 
ELIJAH PUGH AND HIS DESCENDANTS 


Elijah Pugh, son of Jesse and Elizabeth Stewart Pugh, grandson of Thomas 
and Elizabeth Pugh, great-grandson of James and Joan Price Pugh, was born 
in 1760 in Orange or Guilford County, North Carolina. He moved with his 
parents to Wilkes County, Georgia in 1773 where he grew up on his father's 
plantation on Little River. When he was eighteen years old, or in the 
latter. part of 1778 he became a soldier of the Revolution, joining with 
his father the patriot band led by Col. Elijah Clarke and fighting 
throughout the last three years of the war. He is listed as a private 
-in the Georgia Militia. He saw much hard service. His first experience 
on the battlefield was at Kettle Creek in his home county. These patriot 
bands made Georgia and South Carolina unsafe for the British and kept 
alive the spirit of freedom. In the fighting around Augusta a metallie¢ 
flask was the means of saving the life of Elijah. It was struck by a 
bullet and deeply dented while hanging on his chest. While it was made 
of pewter it was sufficient to protect his body from the force of a 

round lead bullet fired from a flint and steel rifle. (Taken from 
Biography of Elijah Pugh published in the Clarke County Democrat, Grove 
Hill, Alabama, June 16, 1927.) 


After the War of the Revolution Elijah was married in 1784 to Ruth 
Julian a descendant of the French Huguenot family de St. Julien. She 
was born September 27, 1763, died in Grove Hill, Alabama in 1848. (See 
section of this manuscript on the St. Julien family). 

/ 


According to deeds on record in Wilkes County, Georgia, Elijah was still 
there February 1803, but by November 1811 he was of Bigby Territory, 
Washington County, Georgia. We later find him serving as Justice of the 
Peace in Jackson County, Georgia. I have the handbook he used while in 
this office. Clarke and Its Surroundings, a history written in 1877 by 
Rev. T. H. Ball states: : "In 1811 there came from Georgia a soldier of 
the Revolution whose ancestors came from that noted principality of 
Wales and were fellow-countrymen of Christmas Evans, He had at least 
four brothers. Three of these, John, William, and Alexander went to Ohio 
and afterwards Alexander went to Indiana and settled near Indianapolis 
where his descendants are still supposed to be living." 


According to family tradition, Elijah Pugh and family came to what is 
now Clarke County, Alabama in 1812. Elijah's son, Isaac, who had lived 
here a year, returned to Georgia and brought his parents, brothers and 
sisters back with him. It,is said that they were afraid to move in 
covered wagons as the Indians watched the wagon trails. They used 
instead a transporting device called rolling hogshead to convey their 
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household goods so they could go through the little used trails. They 
. settled four miles west of Grove Hill on a spot now located on the 
coffeeville Highway. Elijah's great-grandson, Isaac Pugh, only recently 
moved from this spot. The family cemetery is there. Elijah's brother, 
Robert, and his family also moved here at that time. Elijah lived the 
_ vest of his life here. A few moments before he died on June 23, 1824 

he requested his brother, Alexander, who was on a visit from Ohio, to 
sing a favorite song. As the song ended this pioneer and patriot 
passed away. 


According to the Pugh family Bible record owned by Isaac bugh, Grove 
Hill, Alabama, published in 1818 by J. Holbrook, Elijah and Ruth Julian 
Pugh had the following children: : 


I. Isaac Pugh, born March 9, 1785, married Hannah Baskin. 
IZ. Rezin Pugh born June 2, 1787, married Elizabeth Jackson. 
III. Miriam Pugh born March 7, 1790, married Isaac Jackson. 
IV. Jesse Pugh born February 12, 1795, married Elizabeth (Betsy) 
Robinson, 
V. Achsah Pugh born November 21, 1797, married (1) Amos Robinson 
(2) Giles Chapman. 
VI. Alviah Pugh born February 7, 1801, married Joseph Hall. Lived 
Eutaw, Alabama. ; ; 
VII. Stephen Pugh born January 10, 1805, died unmarried. 


Elijah and Ruth Julian Pugh are buried in the Pugh family cemetery. 
Their grave stones read: “Elijah Pugh 1760-1824, Emigrated from North 
Carolina to Georgia 1773, From Georgia to Alabama 1812. A Soldier of 
the Revolution." "Ruth Julian Pugh, 1763-1848." The D.A.R. has placed 
a marker on the grave of Elijah Pugh. 


Documentary proof of the service of Elijah Pugh in the American Revolu- 
tion: Georgia Roster of the Revolution by Lucien Lamar Knight, page 203. 
In Bounty Surveys, Le Conte Lists, Elijah Pugh 287% acres of land in - 
Washington County, Georgia, warrant 2167, May 17, 1787, Land given for 
services in the Revolution; Smith's History of Georgia, page 621, states 
that "Jesse and Elijah Pugh were soldiers in Georgia." 


Quoting from Ball's history: "Elijah Pugh had four sons who came also 
from Georgia to Clarke County; Isaac, Rezin, Jesse, and Stephen, He 

had three daughters, Miriam who married Isaac Jackson, Achsah who married 
_Amos Robinson and after his death, Giles Chapman, and Alvira who married 
Joseph Hall. Elijah died June, 1824, being sixty-three years of age. 

. . - Rezin Pugh also married in Georgia." 


THE BRANCH OF ISAAC PUGH (I) 


Isaac Pugh, son of Elijah and Ruth Julian Pugh, was born in Wilkes County, 
Georgia, March 9, 1785, being the first child of his parents, He grew up 
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in Wilkes and Washington County, Georgia. As a young man he came in 
1810 to the Indian wilds of the Choctaw Purchase, a part of the 
Mississippi Territory. He located in what is now central Clarke 
County, Alabama. Isaac lived for a year with the Choctaw Indians and 
became a friend of Pushmattaha, then a young man and not yet chief. 
Isaac was a gun maker, He made and presented to Pushmattaha a rifle 
which was inlaid in silver with figures of deer, bear, etc, There 

are none of the guns Isaac made still in existence but S. P. Chapman 
who lives near Grove Hill has one which was made by Isaac's brother, 
Stephen Pugh, which fits the description of the ones Isaac made. After 
living with the Choctaws for a year, Isaac returned to his home in 
Georgia and remained there until 1812 when he came back here bringing 
with him his wife, Hannah Baskin, and his parents, brothers, and sisters. 
They all settled a few miles west of what is now Grove Hill. 


Isaac was active in the Indian wars of this territory. It was necessary 
in those pioneer days for him to make trips to Pensacola, Florida, for 
supplies. Soon after his return here from Georgia he and some more 
settlers under Col. Caller were engaged in a fight with a party of 
Creeks at Burnt Corn. The Creeks retaliated by the massacre of Fort 
Mims and the attack on Fort Sinquefield. During the Creek War the 
Pughs placed their families in Fort Madison, beyond 01d Suggsville. 
Isaac Pugh was selected by Pushmattaha as assistant in training 3000 
Choctaws to fight the Creeks. Isaac was a member of the Choctaw tribe 
by the Indian ceremony of mixing blood. After this territory was made 
safe for the settlers he enlarged his holdings and settled down to 
farming and gun making. 


Isaac Pugh was married December 5, 1809 to Hannah Baskin, born October 23, 
1793. She was the daughter of William and Isabell Cowen Baskin. (See 
section of this manuscript on the Baskin family). Their old home site is 
on the Coffeeville Highway about four miles west of Grove Hill. 


Isaac and Hannah Baskin Pugh had the following children:

B. Elijah Stewart Pugh born August 1, 1812, married Amelia Chapman.

E. Stephen Pugh born August 16, 1826, married Jane Gilmore.

Clarke and Its Surroundings by Ball has this to say of Isaac Pugh: 
"Isaac Pugh was married to Hannah Baskin in 1809 and with his young 
wife he came in 1810, before his father, to the Indian wilds. He died 
in 1839. He had five sons, William, E. Stewart, John M., Stephen, and 
J, Pickens, and one daughter, Rebecca. Miss Rebecca married John Dunbar." 
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Isaac Pugh and Hannah Baskin, his wife, are buried in the Pugh cemetery 
on Coffeeville Road near Grove Hill. Their grave stones read: "Isaac 
Pugh, Mar. 9, 1785, Sept. 8, 1839."
